VATICAN CITY 
AP — Pope 
Paul VI cam e home today from 
the papacy’ s first transatlantic 
pilgrim age, a day-long quest for 
world brotherhood, and vowed 
he would “ continue to work as 
much as p o ssib le " for peace. 
He returned to a red carpet 
welcome In his se e of Rome and 
said that his strivin g for world 
peace was “ a fundamental point 
of our p rogram --that is, of our 
m inistry.*’ 
" . . . We b le ss all we meet on 
this difficult but lum inous w ay." 
The m ission that cast the p a ­ 
pacy in a new international role 
seem ed to have refresh ed the 
Pope. He did not show fatigue 
after the lightning 30-hour jo u r­ 
ney. Instead he had the appear­ 
ance of being satisfied with a 
m ission accom plished. 
He was also thankful. He said 
in his arrival re m ark s that “ a 
sentiment of gratitude rise s in 
our heart to the Lord for the 
good inspiration He gave us to 
undertake this v o y age ." 
The Roman Catholic pontiff i s ­ 


sued a sep arate “ m essage to 
the peoples of the w orld" thank­ 
ing them for following his trip 
and prom isin g to seek peace 
“ with all our fo rc e ." 


F orty-five minutes after his 
A m erican jet airlin er landed at 
R om e's Leonardo da Vinci a ir ­ 
port, 
he 
was back 
In the 
V atican. H is lim ousine drove 
through 
St. 
P eter’ s 
Square 
where se v e ra l thousand persons 
lined the route and cheered. 
P relates of the Vatican Ecu­ 
m enical Council greeted him on 
the 
ste p s of 
St. 
P eter's 
B a silica , and he immediately 
entered to report to them on his 
m ission. 


Speaking in Latin, the pontiff 
said: 
“ Now m ore than ever before, 
we must be w orkers for peace. 
The Catholic Church has put 
upon itse lf a greater obligation 
to se rv e the cause of peace, 
owing to the fact that, through 
our voyage, it has solemnly de­ 
fended the c a u se ."

The filib u ster began Monday 
under the leadership of Repub­ 
lican L e a d e r Everett M. Dirk- 
sen, and Wednesday GOP sena­ 
to rs will hold the fort again. F or 
this newly forged coalition of 25 
Southern and Republican sena­ 
to rs has decided to alternate 
daily effo rts to fru strate the 
White House-backed drive for 
p a ssa g e . 
A dm inistration forces have de­ 
cided to leave most of the talk­ 
ing to opponents for the tim e be­ 
ing. 


The bill to repeal Section 14B 
of the 
Taft-H artley law w as 
p assed by the House July 28and 
is on President Johnson's list of 
"m u st” legislation . 
Unions a re anxious to have the 
Taft-H artley law provision re­ 
pealed, for under it 19 states 
have made the union shop ille­ 
gal. A union shop agreem ent is 
one in which em ployes covered 
by the union contract a re re­ 
quired to join a union.

"W e must make our own the 
cause of p eace,” he told a vast 
host of them, m assed under the 
sta r s

"B le sse d a re the peacem ak­ 
e r s .” 
In a sw ift, d ay lo n g round of 
unprecedented 
confrontations, 
with the great and the many of 
A m erica, with P residen t John­ 
son, and before the United Na­ 
tions, he p ressed that sam e u r­ 
gent exhortation.

Pope’s Words 
Echo In World 
Peace Forum 


UNITED 
NATIONS, 
N .Y . 
(A P) — The corridors of the 
w o rld's forum for peace echo 
today with the m essage of a 
gentle, fragile-looking man in 
glistening white who, in his own 
w ords, carne before it to "d e liv ­ 
e r an appeal to the moral con­ 
scien ce of m an." 
Pope Paul VT described him­ 
se lf to the 20th anniversary s e s ­ 
sion of the United Nations Gen­ 
eral A ssem bly as "the bearer of 
a m essag e for all m ankind." 
The im pact was powerful, many 
d elegates said. 
The m essage was "no more 
w ar, w ar never again ." It threw 
the weight of the Roman Catho­ 
lic Church, with its half-billion 
m em b ers, behind tile search for 
a form ula for disarm am ent, for 
relievin g the world of the in­ 
credib le terror of nuclear w ar. 
D elegates of 116 nations — 
only Communist Alliania, Euro­ 
pean voice of Red China, stayed 
aw ay — listened with hushed, 
rapt attention. 
The representatives of the two 
g re a te st powers on earth, the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union, heard the pontiff make 
an eloquent appeal on behalf of 
the weak and the poor, the de­ 
fe n se le ss and the hungry. Tile 
Soviet delegates, representing a 
governm ent whose official poli­ 
cy is ath eism , seem ed no le s s 
w arm 
in their applause than 
any of the others. 
Soviet Foreign M inister An­ 
drei A . Gromyko wore a thin 
sm ile a s he ro se with the oth ers 
to applaud the entrance of the 
Pope into the assem bly. A s the 
pontiff concluded his half-hour 
a d d re ss, Gromyko and the R us­ 
sia n s — like Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk and the A m ericans 
and virtually all the other dele­ 
g ates — seem ed solemn and 
thoughtful. 
The 
pontiff, concluding his 
m e ssag e , raised his arm s in a 
g e stu re seem ing to em b race~.ll 
th ose presen t. To the echo of 
a standing ovation, he slow ly 
walked 
from the podium. No 
so on er had he disappeared than 
the delegates buzzed excitedly. 
Tile 
im pact 
of the a d d re ss 
seem ed obvious. 
To som e it meant that the 
United Nations — its p restige 
often sagging in recent tim es — 
had been given an important lift 
in 
m orale. Some 
ex p re ssed 
su rp rise that the Pope w as so 
d irect and so specific in his re ­ 
m ark s, clearly and eloquently 
callin g 
for 
disarm am ent ef­ 
fo rts, fo ra battle against hunger 
in the world, for universality of 
the 
United Nations itse lf, and 
even touching 
on the delicate 
su bject of 
birth control. He 
seem ed to speak 
out clearly 
again st 
any U. N. declaration 
which would favor " a r t ific ia l" 
birth control.

boosted into orbit today aboard 
an A tlas D Intercontinental bal­ 
listic m issile , the A ir F orce re ­ 
ported from this West C oast test 
fa cility . 
A spokesm an said the research 
sa te llite was released from the 
m issile about five minutes after 
lifto ff and achieved orbit about 
half an hour later, propelled un­ 
d er its own power into an orbit 
that will take it more than 1,300 
m iles from earth at its furth­ 
e st point. 
Tile spokesm an said the objec­ 
tiv es of the flight are to prove 
operational capabilities of the 
sa te llite 's own power sy stem , 
an d, ultim ately, to provide an 
orbital platform for conducting 
scien tific experim ents in sp a ce .

‘Pope’s Visit May Be Just 
What World Needs’-LBJ 


NEW YORK (AP) — P re si­ 
dent Johnson say s Pope Paul 
V i's visit to New York "m a y b e 
ju st what the world needs to get 
u s thinking of how to achieve 
peace and getting us to make 
p ro g re ss in that a r e a ." 
The Pope said he w as very 
happy that his 50-rr.inute private 
conference with Johnson Mon­ 
day "revolved about a mutual 
d e sire to work for p e a c e ." 
A fter the first m eeting of a 
President and Pope in this coun­ 
try , the two world le a d e rs invit­ 
ed five newsmen to the living 
room of the presidential su ite at 
the 
W aldorf-Astoria 
Hotel to 
view a formal picture-taking 
se ssio n . 
The two men spoke without 
n otes. The Pope had an inter­ 
p reter. 
Johnson said he 
and Pope 
Paul discussed p o ssib le routes 
to peace and talked " in som e 
d e ta il" about current trouble 
sp o ts in the world — India and 
Pakistan, Viet Nam , the Domin­ 
ican Republic and o th e rs. 
The President said "w e d is­ 
c u sse d ....the 
great 
p ro g re ss 
m ade by the United N ations in 
trying to provide help in these 
trouble sp o ts." 
The two men, who conferred 
p rio r to the Pope's a d d re ss to 
the United Nations, a lso dis­ 
cu ssed efforts to fight illiteracy 
and 
disease 
throughout 
the 
w orld, the President said . 
Johnson, speaking with obvi­ 
ous pride, said: " H is H oliness 
ex p ressed his p leasu re at our 
not only talking about education 
and health but our acting on it 
in this country." 
Pope Paul's in terpreter re­ 


layed this statem ent to news­ 
men: 
"H is H oliness sa y s he has 
come here to pay in s re sp ects to 
the 
President 
of the 
United 
States....an d a lso to thank the 
President for having made this 
trip from W ashington to New 
York to meet His H oliness. He 
is very happy that this d iscu s­ 
sion has revolved about a mu­ 
tual d e sire to work for p e a c e ." 


M rs. 
Johnson, 
d ressed in 
black, joined the President and 
tile Pope just before the Pope 
left tile hotel to resum e his feist- 
paced itin erary . The Jolinsons' 
younger daughter, Luci Baines 
Johnson, who w as baptized a 
Roman 
Catholic 
on her 18th 
birthday July 2, a lso was p res­ 
ent. 


The President is a m ember 
of the C hristian Church (D isci­ 
ples of C h rist). Ills wife. Lady 
B ird, is an Episcopalian.

CRIME COVERAGE 
Edward W. Kuhn, president of the American 
Bar Association will speak on “Coverage in 
Courts’1 at the two-day session of the United 
Press International editors and publishers in 
Washington opening today. 
THE LAWYER’S SIDE in the controversy over 
press and news medi 
eporting of criminal 
cases will be present 
jy the president-elect 
of the American Ba 
ssociation in a panel 
discussion with a grou^ of newspaper editors 
and publishers on Wednesday. Edward W. Kuhn 
of Memphis, a fellow of the American College 
of Tcial Lawyers, will explain why courts and 
the legal profession are taking a more critical 
look at pre-trial aspects of criminal cases. 
Interest in this subject was stimulated by the 
news coverage of events subsequent to the 
assassination of President Kennedy in Dallas 
on Nov. 22, 1963. Publication at that time 
of statements by local law enforcement officers 
avowing their certainty of the guilt of the suspect, 
Lee Harvey Oswald; publication of statements 
by Oswald’s wife on his ownership of the gun 
used by the assassin; and other disclosures 
bearing on the accused’s guilt might have in­ 
fluenced the outcome of Oswald’s trial if he had 
lived to face judge and jury. 
The Warren Report on the President’s assas­ 
sination concluded that while the public obviously 
had a right to be informed of developments 
following the tragedy, “ neither the press nor 
the public had the right to be contemporaneously 
informed by the police or prosecuting author­ 
ities of the details of the evidence being accumu­ 
lated against Oswald.” The report said: “ The 
courtroom, not the newspaper or television 
screen, is the appropriate forum in our system 
for the trial of a man accused of a crim e.” 
THE NEW JERSEY SUPREME COURT on Nov. 
16, 1964 banned all pre-trial statements about 
a defendant’s innocence or guilt by prosecutors, 
defense attorneys, or police. The Philadelphia 
Bar Association on the following Dec. 29 adopted 
a “ statement of policy” that would restrict 
lawyers, prosecutors, judges and law enforce­ 
ment officers in disclosing information about 
criminal cases. 
The strict Philadelphia code has had little 
practical effect inasmuch as the attorneys 
had agreed not to implement it until a later 
date. Perrin C. Hamilton, chairman of a special 
committee of lawyers and representatives of 
news media to study and review the subject, 
told Editorial Research Reports on Sept. 30 
that a helpful joint statement “awaits the blessing 
of the Bar Association board of governors.” 
The board will take up the statement in October. 
Hamilton said he is “ much encouraged,” and 
that news media could live with the new joint 
statement because they had a part in drawing 
it. At least one Philadelphia newspaper, how­ 
ever, has taken no part in the study. 
JUDGE J. SKELLY WRIGHT of the United 
States Court of Appeals for the District of 
Columbia Circuit urged in a recent American 
Bar Association Journal leading article that 
judges actually help news media representa­ 
tives to broaden the perspective of their cover­ 
age of criminal justice. Judge Wright would 
even allow the use of cameras — both still 
and television — in courts, stating flatly that 
“the privacy of participants must always yield 
to the people’s right to know.” 
Judge Wright takes a dim view of legislation 
in this area. Responsibility is difficult in any 
event to legislate, and the danger of rigid 
restraint is real.

They have enjoyed this 
ense of personal well being throughout their 
ives. 
It is they who learned how to live. 
Miss Bow never did. 
That is the lesson that her unhappy and 
ragic life teaches. 
She lived too fast.

LU SEASON AGAIN 
Flu shots — those stinging harbingers of cold 
rather - - are again in seasonal vogue. In­ 
oculation is no sure guarantee against the 


discomfort of influenza, but improved poly­ 
valent vaccines now help ward off several of 
the many flu virus types. The U. S. Public 
Health Service predicts heavier-than-normal 
flu outbreaks and recommends vaccination for 
the most susceptible persons — the aged and 
chronically ill. 
For most of the nation the last big outbreaks 
of Type A, or Asian, flu were in the winter 
of 1962-63. These areas missed the usual 
two-year cycle, for last winter’s influenza 
was relatively limited. So the chances of an 
outbreak on the three-year cycle are sub­ 
stantial. On the West Coast the last major 
outbreaks were in 1963-64, so this winter could 
see a rash of cases there on the two-year cycle. 
Flu vaccines eventually may be replaced by 
drugs which prevent the illness. A recent 
convention of the Michigan State Medical Society 
was told that two new influenza drugs have 
been developed which seem to prevent many 
types of flu. These oral drugs are not yet 
available to the public, and a disadvantage is 
that they must be taken daily or every other day. 
For those who do come down with the flu, 
sulfa drugs, penicillin and other antibiotics 
can help prevent serious secondary complica­ 
tions. Wonder drugs have reduced much of the 
terror once associated with this illness. Few 
recall the dread associated with the 1918-19 
flu pandemic which took IO million to 20million 
lives and turned the world into a vast influenza 
clinic and morgue.

MEANING OF OCTOBER 
Colors flame on the heights and across the 
valley woodlands. Green that has 
’othed the 
countryside since last spring changes to < 
heart-lifting scene of beauty. Chlorophyll drain 
from the leaves, and the reds and golds, wines 
and purples, browns and bronze paint a picture 
that resem bles an Oriental rug.

There is deep and fundamental meaning in 
this period. It means the fur is thickening on 
animals. The snowshoe hare begins to turn 
white and the sounds of insect life begin to fade 
into the silence of the cold time. Frogs burrow 
into mudbanks of streams and ponds and turtles 
hole in for the winter. 
Street lights glow through the color of turn­ 
ing leaves, and home owners begin to rake 
fallen leaves. The pungent, strangely satisfying 
fragrance of leaf smoke hangs in the air. Wild 
geese wing by and, on a star-lit night, their 
haunting cries float down to earth. 
It is the end of a season. That is one mean­ 
ing of October, but it is only one part of the 
message. For October means harvest and the 
fulfillment of the faith that governed a man 
when he planted seed in Earth’s breast. It 
means that Nature is readying for its period of 
rest. A man, as he watches the glory of au­ 
tumn, can find renewed faith to guide his feet 
along the trail that all must travel.

extra caution on the part of 
m otorcyclists and automobile 
drivers. 
He pointed out that a recent 
study by the Patrol Safety Divi­ 
sion showed a m arked increase 
.in the number of M issouri rural 
traffic 
accidents 
involving 
m otorcycles. 
During the first seven months 
of this year, there were IOO 
traffic accidents involving the 
two wheeled vehicles. Included 
in these accidents were 12 fatal 
mishaps and 74 that resulted in 
injury. In the sam e period in 
1964 there were only 68 m otor­ 
cycle accidents. Three of these 
mishaps were fatal and 50 re­ 
sulted in injury to one or more 
persons. In all of last year 
there were 131 accidnets in­ 
volving m otorcycles in rural 
M issouri. 
Colonel 
Waggoner 
said, 
"M otorcycles are defined by 
traffic regulations as motor 
vehicles. They m ust be regis­ 
tered with the Department of 
Revenue and their drivers are 
subject to the sam e rules of 
the road as those who drive 
autom obiles. 
M otorcyclists 
must observe the speed lim its 
and stop signs. They should 
also refrain from darting in and 
out of traffic. 
"M otorists must also do their 
part to prevent a collision with 
a cyclist. They must be extra 
alert 
for m otorcycles 
and 
realize that these vehicles are 
sm all enough to maneuver into 
unexpected places. 
"In the first six months of 
this year nearly 14,000 m otor­ 
cycles were registered in Mis­ 
souri. This is over double the 
number of cycles registered 
in the state ten years ago. With 
such a large number of these 
sm all machines on the road­ 
ways, drivers should take added 
care to look for these motor 
vehicles," 
the 
Colonel con­ 
cluded.

His party 
held massive m ajorities in both 
branches of Congress. It was 
widely 
believed that, under 
these conditions, the President 
could write his own ticket and 
that practically anything he p ro­ 
posed would be enacted. 
It did not turn out that way. 
As the magazine News Front 
accurately states: “ Yet, within 
a year of the election, the P re s ­ 
ident’s program lay in ruins, 
his party was split hopelessly 
asunder and the Congress was 
engaged in an active rebellion 
against his authority.” 
L ast November, 
President 
Lyndon Johnson was elected to 
his first term by an even larg er 
popular m ajority--61 per cent. 
His party’s congressional m a­ 
jo ritie s were not so great as 
those of 1936, but still were 
extrem ely large. And, again, it 
was widely said and accepted 
that the President would have 
virtually no difficulty in gain­ 
ing approval of his far-reaching 
and ambitious program s. 
But there were those, perhaps 
with longer m em ories, who d is­ 
agreed. They recalled that Con­ 
g re ss has always been jealous 
of its prerogatives and powers, 
m ost especially when 
con­ 
fronted with a strong and d eter­ 
mined Executive. They pointed 
out that heavy party m ajorities 
in Congress have not always 
o r even often provided smooth 
sailing for Administration p ro ­ 
posals. In fact, they can work 
ju st the other way—when m a­ 
jo ritie s are big, m em bers may 
feel justified in strolling off 
the reservation. When they are 
sm all, on the other hand, tight

control may be made 
e a sie r by the exigencies of

S. News & World Report 
sta te s in the lead article of its 
M arch 15 issue, “ After less 
than two months of his first 
full term in office, Lyndon John­ 
son is finding the Presidency 
a growing ordeal—a job where 
problem s 
mount, few 
things 
seem to work out as expected, 
and political friendships are not 
always what they seem .” The 
m agazine 
quotes the 
P re s i­ 
dent himself as saying, "Noth­ 
ing 
really seem s to go right 
from early morning till late 
at night. . . . " 
The President, it seem s, has 
encountered 
far m ore opposi­ 
tion than he anticipated in many 
fields. The changing, confused 
V iet Nam and Asian policy is 
one. 
So is foreign aid, with 
Senator Fulbright, head of the 
Foreign Relations Com m ittee, 
refusing to go along with the 
presidential requests. Numbers 
of members of C ongress, in 
eluding ranking D em ocrats, a n 
concerned over the kind and ex­ 
ten t of welfare and subsidy p ro ­ 
gram s sent down from the W hit 
House. Committees are m ak­ 
ing fundamental revisions 
in 
som e of them. 
So, how many of the elem ents 
making up what the P resident 
calls the Great Society will be 
approved rem ains very much of 
a question mark as of this tim e.

Bike paths have been built 
recently in Chicago, 111.; Bos­ 
ton and Holyoke, Mass.; Austin, 
Tex.; B altim ore, Md., Miami, 
F la.; Milwaukee, Wis., and are 
being planned for Dayton, O.; 
D enver, 
Colo.; for Los An­ 


geles and Marin Counties in 
Calif.; 
and in such national 
parks as the Cape Cod, Fire 
Island, Indiana Dunes; Sleeping 
B ear Dunes National Seashores 
and the Tock’s Island National 
Recreation Area. 
With such a prospect ahead, 
it should be com forting (if you 
haven’t gone back to the bike 
yet) to know that lf you ever 
rode once you haven’t forgotten 
how!

The line on the Vietnamese 
fever chart jogs up and down, 
but each spurt c a rrie s the gen­ 
e ra l trend steadily higher. 
The 
first 
face-to-face en­ 
counter 
between 
Viet 
Cong 
guerrillas and U. S. M arines 
and our announced plans to 
send more M arines into South 
Viet Nam and beef up the Viet­ 
nam ese army to a strength of 
over 700,000 men caused new 
ripples of alarm around the 
world. The Tim es of London 
gravely warned that the United 
States 
was on the verge of 
another Korean War. 
If by that it is meant that the 
scale 
of 
money, 
men 
and 
casualties may ultim ately reach 
Korea - type proportions, the 
rapid escalation that is taking 
place in Viet Nam w ell justifies 
that fear. 
By most other m easures, how­ 
ev er, Viet Nam is not and will 
not become another Korea. In 
origins, in terrain , in style of 
fighting, in strategy, in almost 
every way, the w ar in Viet 
Nam is different. This is not 
necessarily cause for thanks. 
There were actually two wars 
in Korea. The first opened with 
the sudden invasion of the south 
by 
powerful 
North 
Korean 
arm ies, which came close to 
early victory. Then cam e the 
counterattack and counterinva­ 
sion of the north by the South 
Koreans and A m ericans, who in 
turn almost achieved victory in 
the name of the United Nations. 
The intrusion of the Chinese 
Communists initiated the sec­ 
ond Korean war. Then after the 
recovery from that shock began 
the far longer phase of seesaw 
fighting and attrition along a 
fairly 
stabilized 
front 
that 
roughly paralleled the political 
division of the country. 


The Vietnamese war had no 
such sudden beginnings. It has 
been, until recently, one slow 
escalation of g u errilla w ar­ 
fare; it has seen no m ass move­ 
m ents of troops from north to 
south and back again. The war is 
characterized 
by pockets of 
fighting that erupt and dissipate; 
there Is no definite front along 
which dug-in arm ies battle. 
This is what m akes that war so 
imm ensely difficult and frus­ 
trating. It is a frustration well 
known by the French, who for 
years yearned for one great 
“ set-piece” battle to be fought 
in the classic style that would 
settle the m atter once and for 
all between them and the forces 
of Ho Chi Minh. (They finally 
got that battle at Dien Bien Phu.) 
The Korean War escalated al­ 
m ost at once up to its full 
fury and then ground into a 
long stalem ate. So far in Viet 
Nam, the end of escalation is 
not in sight. 


The possibility that history 
could repeat itself there, at 
le a st to the extent of another 
Korean stand-off, does not ap­ 
pear to be at this stage the worst 
thing that could happen.

However, a wit once 
defined an expert as a man who~ 
knows a great deal about very 
little. 
Extensive knowledge, 
essential as it is, does 
not 
guarantee sound judgment. 
When 
an 
American policy, 
claiming to be based on special 
information and expert advice, 
flies squarely in the face of 
common 
sense, 
ordinary 
Americans should not hesitate 
to ask why. 
In that case, the 
burden of proof and justification 
should be on the policy-m akers. 
They should be called to give 
the public some of the facts 
they know, if such exist, which 
explain their stranger course of 
action.

Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON — It has be­ 
come 
an open scandal how 
House 
A griculture Chairman 
H arold Cooley, D-N. C., the 
g reatest sugar daddy of them 
all, 
let the sugar lobbyists 
virtually 
dictate how much 
sugar their foreign 
clients 
should lie perm itted to sell the 
United States. 
Since Uncle Sam pays triple 
the world m arket price, sev­ 
e ra l nations clam ored to unload 
th e ir sugar on the American 
taxpayers. 
Most 
applicants 
hired lobbyists to sw eet-talk 
congressm en into upping the 
quotas. 
Cooley first tried to persuade 
the A griculture Department to 
let him, rath e r than the sugar 
experts, decide how much the 
quotas should be. He phoned 
the 
departm ent 
repeatedly, 
som etim es threatening, som e­ 
tim es cajoling, to urge it to 
give his favorite lobbyists what 
they wanted. 
When A griculture officials r e ­ 
sisted his pressu re, he ignored 
th eir proposals and drafted a 
bill to suit the lobbyists. At 
the hearing he was cool to gov­ 
ernm ent 
w itnesses, 
benign 
tow ard the lobbyists. 
He singled out Arthur Quinn, 
mouthpiece 
for sugar clients 
in 
Ecuador, Panama, B ritish 
Honduras and the British West 
Indies, for special words of 
honey. 
At one point, Cooley actually 
adm itted two lobbyists behind 
closed doors to help the com ­ 
m ittee draft the bill. The pub­ 
lic and p re ss were barred from 
the room, but the sugar lobby­ 
ists were allowed inside. 
INSIDE OPERATORS 
Thus, Irving Hoff of the Cane 
Sugar R efiners and Phil Jones 
of the Beet Sugar Association 
w ere p rem ised to sit around the 
drafting table with the con­ 
gressm en, 
quietly suggesting 
what should go into the bill and 
what should be kept out. 
The com m ittee benevolently 


included in the bill, for exam ple, 
a 10,000-ton sugar quota for the 
Bahama 
Islands, 
which 
has 
never produced sugar in the 
past. Since there is already a 
sugar surplus in the world, the 
com m ittee should have been 
encouraging less, 
not 
m ore, 
production. 
This 
column revealed 
last 
month 
that the 
m ysterious 
Baham as quota was really a 
windfall for the Owens-Illinois 
Company, 
which 
produces 
glass, plastics and paper but 
has never grown any sugar. 
Yet the entire quota, which 
would cost the taxpayers $1,- 
000,000 a year above the m ar­ 
ket price, would go to one com ­ 
pany for growing sugar in the 
Baham as. 
The column account stirre d 
up opposition, which was led 
inside the com m ittee by Rep. 
Jo e 
Resnick, 
D-N. Y., 
a 
vigorous and courageous fresh ­ 
man. 
Championing 
Owens- 
Illinois was Rep. E. C. Gam­ 
ings, D-Ark., with Cooley nod­ 
ding his quiet assent. 
Not long afterw ard, w hispers 
began circulating in the back 
room s that Resnick had a fi­ 
nancial 
stake 
in 
opposing 
Owens-Illinois. One who spread 
the rum or was Rep. William 
Poage, D-Tex. 
The source of the sm ear isn’t 
known, but only Owens-Illinois 
is likely to have been aw are of 
Resnick’s past connections with 
a sm all company in the plastics 
field. This company, Questron, 
paid license fees to Owens- 
Illinois for the patent rights to 
produce machinery for manu­ 
facturing plastic bottles. 
Not only is Questron an in­ 
significant company, in no way 
a com petitor of Owens-Illinois, 
but Resnick has turned his in­ 
te re s t in the company over to 
h is brother. 
CLOSED-DOOR DOINGS 
Meanwhile, Cooley went be­ 
hind closed doors of the House 
R ules Committee to seek a 


rule barring am endments on the 
House floor. This would force 
his opponents to accept all the 
giveaways in the sugar bill 
or to vote down the bill in 
its entirety, thus causing chaos 
in the sugar industry. 
Rep. Richard Bolling, D-Mo., 
asked Cooley why he had paid 
no attention to the recom m enda­ 
tions of the A griculture D epart­ 
ment. 
"We didn’t w rite this bill for 
the A griculture Department,” 
snorted Cooley. 
When 
Bolling kept up the 
critical questioning, 
Cooley 
snapped again: “ We didn’t write 
this bill for you.” 
Rep. Jam es Delaney, D-N. Y., 
and Claude P eppers, 
D-Fla., 
fought behind closed doors to 
perm it a separate vote on the 
Owens - Illinois quota. They 
were opposed by Rules C hair­ 
man Howard Sm ith, D-Va., who 
usually sticks with his fellow 
com mittee chairm en. 
The showdown vote ended in a 
six-to-six tie, which left the 
quota as p art of the full bill 
and prevented the House from 
taking it up separately. Smith 
asked first for a voice vote, 
then a show of hands. 
Though the vote was taken in 
stric t secrecy, this column can 
identify those who held up their 
hands for O wens-Illinois. Bol­ 
ling joined Smith in voting for 
the company and against the 
taxpayers. TTiey w ere supported 
by Congressm en O'Neill, D- 
M ass., Sisk, D -Callf., Martin, 
R-Neb., and L atta, R-Ohlo. 
Those who voted against the 
m illion-dollar 
bonanza 
for 
Owens - Illinois, besides De­ 
laney and Pepper, were Madden, 
D-Ind., 
T rim ble, 
D - Ark., 
Smith, R -C alif., and Quillen, R- 
Tenn. 
Rep. Jot Young, D-Tex., who 
could havt 
roken the tie, didn’t 
vote at all. 
And that’s 
hat sometimes

By JIM VAN V A LK EN BU R G 
Associated Press Sports W riter 
KANSAS C ITY (A P )— Regard- 
less of whether owner Charles 
O. Finley of the Kansas City 
A ’s wants to stay, Kansas City’s 
proposed domed stadium and 
sports complex may go before 
Jackson

Judge M orris Dubiner of the 
Jackson county court,in making 
this 
announcement 
Monday, 
said he had firm assurances 
from ba sob ill officials that Kan­ 
sas City would have a major 
league team, ohs idly an ex­ 
clusion fratn 
i se, f it builds a 
new .stadium. Two clubs have 
contacted him. 
"W e aren’t particular whether 
it’s in the Am erican League or 
the National League, we Just 
want a team ," he said. "The 
Am erican League has been good 
to us and I’ m sure it will hold 
Finley to his four-year lease 
which ends after the 1967 sea­ 
son. 
"T he people in Oakland are 
confident tile A ’s w ill be playing 
in their new stadium in 1968, 
Finley hasn’t shown much inter­ 
est in our stadium project, al­ 
though we’ve kept him fully in­ 
form ed." 
Judge 
Dubiner said Lam ar 
Hunt, owner of the Kansas City 
Chiefs of the American Football 
League, is highly interested in 
becoming the lessee for the new 
stadium. He added: 
"Without a new stadium, we 
would be without l>oth our our 
major league franchises in a 
few years. Sunday was a prime 
example. You couldn’t get into 
the stadium to park. The pres­ 
ent stadium is obsolete." 
A full engineering report cov­ 
ering 
site, 
land acquisition, 
methods of financing and avail­ 
ability of federal funds w ill be 
ready Jan. I. 
The stadium cost of about 30 
million 
dollars would be fi­ 
nanced 
in 
part 
by revenue 
bonds, 
retired by lease and 
rental fees, and in part by gen­ 
eral obligation bonds, retired by 
the taxpayers. A two-thirds ma­ 
jority would be required to pass 
the general obligation bonds. 
" I f Houston can do it, we can 
do it ," the Judge said. In Hou­ 
ston, lease payments of $750,- 
000 a year retire the revenue 
bonds 
and tax money of $900,- 
000 a year retires the general 
obligation bonds. 


The judge said Houston offi­ 
cials told him additional tax 
revenue caused by the stadium 
will amount to more than $900,- 
000 needed each year. Land 
around the stadium is $25,000an 
acre and many new enterprises 
are moving in, he was told. 
"Even ts there will draw more 
than 4 million people this year

He said 
in his arrival rem arks that “ a 
sentiment of gratitude rises in 
our heart to the Lord for the 
good inspiration He gave us to 
undertake this voyage.” 
The Roman Catholic pontiff is­ 


sued a separate “ message to 
the peoples of the world” thank­ 
ing them for following his trip 
and promising to seek peace 
“ with all our force.” 


Forty-five minutes after his 
American jet airliner landed at

Unions are anxious to have the 
Taft-Hartley law provision re­ 
pealed, for under it 19 states 
have made the union shop ille­ 
gal. A union shop agreement is 
one in which employes covered 
by the union contract are re­ 
quired to join a union.

The impact was powerful, many 
delegates said. 
The message was “ no more 
war, war never again .’’ It threw 
the weight of the Roman Catho­ 
lic Church, with its half-billion 
members, behind the search for 
a formula for disarmament, for 
relieving the world of the in­ 
credible terror of nuclear war. 
Delegates of 116 nations — 
only Communist Albania, Euro­ 
pean voice of Red China, stayed 
away — listened with hushed, 
rapt attention. 
The representatives of the two 
greatest powers on earth, the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union, heard the pontiff make 
an eloquent appeal on behalf of 
the weak and the poor, the de­ 
fenseless and the hungry. The 
Soviet delegates, representing a 
government whose official poli­ 
cy is atheism, seemed no less 
warm in their applause than 
any of the others. 
Soviet Foreign Minister An­ 
drei A. Gromyko wore a thin 
smile as he rose with the others 
to applaud the entrance of the 
Pope into the assembly. As the 
pontiff concluded his half-hour 
address, Gromyko and the Rus­ 
sians - like Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk and the Americans 
and virtually all the other dele­ 
gates — seemed solemn and 
thoughtful. 
The pontiff, concluding his 
message, raised his arm s in a 
gesture seeming to embrace all 
those present. To the echo of 
a standing ovation, he slowly 
walked from the podium. No 
sooner had he disappeared than 
the delegates buzzed excitedly.

Satellite Goes

VANDENBERG AIR FORCE 
BASE, Calif. (AP) — An aero­ 
space research satellite was 
boosted into orbit today aboard 
an Atlas D Intercontinental bal­ 
listic missile, the Air Force re­ 
ported from this West Coast test 
facility. 
A spokesman said the research 
satellite was released from the 
m issile about five minutes after 
liftoff and achieved orbit about 
half an hour later, propelled un­ 
der its own power into an orbit 
that will take it more than 1,300 
miles from earth at its furth­ 
est point. 
The spokesman said the objec­ 
tives of the flight are to prove 
operational capabilities of the 
satellite’s own power system, 
and, ultimately, to provide an 
orbital platform for conducting 
scientific experiments in space.

NEW YORK (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson says Pope Paul 
VI’s visit to New York “ maybe 
just what the world needs to get 
us thinking of how to achieve 
peace and getting us to make 
progress in that area.” 
The Pope said he was very 
happy that his 50-minute private 
conference with Johnson Mon­ 
day “ revolved about a mutual 
desire to work for peace.” 
After the first meeting of a 
President and Pope in this coun­ 
try, the two world leaders invit­ 
ed five newsmen to ttie living 
room of the presidential suite at 
the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel to 
view a formal picture-taking 
session. 
The two men spoke without 
notes. The Pope had an inter­ 
preter. 
Johnson said he and Pope 
Paul discussed possihle routes 
to peace and talked “ in some 
detail” about current trouble 
spots in the world — India and 
Pakistan, Viet Nam, the Domin­ 
ican Republic and others. 
The President said “ we dis­ 
cussed....the 
great progress 
made by the United Nations in 
trying to provide help in these 
trouble spots.” 
The two men, who conferred 
prior to the Pope’s address to 
the United Nations, also dis­ 
cussed efforts to fight illiteracy 
and 
disease throughout 
the 
world, the President said. 
Johnson, speaking with obvi­ 
ous pride, said: “ His Holiness 
expressed his pleasure at our 
not only talking about education 
and health but our acting on it 
in this country.” 
Pope Paul’s interpreter re­ 


layed this statement to news­ 
men: 
“ His Holiness says he has 
come here to pay his respects to 
the President of the United 
States....and also to thank the 
President for having made this 
trip from Washington to New 
York to meet His Holiness. He 
is very happy that this discus­ 
sion has revolved about a mu­ 
tual desire to work for peace.” 


Mrs. 
Johnson, dressed in 
black, joined the President and 
the Pope just before the Pope 
left the hotel to resume his fest- 
paced itinerary. The Johnsons’ 
younger daughter, Luci Baines 
Johnson, who was baptized a 
Roman Catholic on her 18th 
birthday July 2, also was pres­ 
ent. 


The President is a member 
of the Christian Church (Disci­ 
ples of Christ). His wife, Lady 
Bird, is an Episcopalian. 
Bill D. Moyers, White House 
press secretary, said at a news 
briefing later that during the 
conference Johnson addressed 
the Pope in the traditional form, 
“ Your Holiness.” 
After the meeting with the 
Pope, Johnson Introduced Vice 
President and M rs. Hubert H. 
Humphrey, Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk and Arthur J , Gold­ 
berg, ambassador to the United 
Nations, and his wife. 


Johnson left the hotel

minutes after he bade farewell 
to the Pope. He flew back

CRIME COVERAGE 
Edward W. Kuhn, president of the American 
Bar Association will speak on “Coverage in 
Courts” at the two-day session of the United 
Press International editors and publishers in 
Washington opening today. 
THE LAWYER’S SIDE in the controversy over 
press and news medi 
eporting of criminal 
cases will be present 
jy the president-elect 
of the American Ba 
ssociation in a panel 
discussion with a grou^ of newspaper editors 
and publishers on Wednesday. Edward W. Kuhn 
of Memphis, a fellow of the American College 
of T.'ial Lawyers, will explain why courts and 
the legal profession are taking a more critical 
look at pre-trial aspects of criminal cases. 
Interest in this subject was stimulated by the 
news coverage of events subsequent to the 
assassination of President Kennedy in Dallas 
on Nov. 22, 1963. Publication at that time 
of statements by local law enforcement officers 
avowing their certainty of the guilt of the suspect, 
Lee Harvey Oswald; publication of statements 
by Oswald’s wife on his ownership of the gun 
used by the assassin; and other disclosures 
bearing on the accused’s guilt might have in­ 
fluenced the outcome of Oswald’s trial if he had 
lived to face judge and jury. 
The Warren Report on the President’s assas­ 
sination concluded that while the public obviously 
had a right to be informed of developments 
following the tragedy, “neither the press nor 
the public had the right to be contemporaneously 
informed by the police or prosecuting author­ 
ities of the details of the evidence being accumu­ 
lated against Oswald.” The report said: “The 
courtroom, not the newspaper or television 
screen, is the appropriate forum in our system 
for the trial of a man accused of a crime.” 
THE NEW JERSEY SUPREME COURT on Nov. 
16, 1964 banned all pre-trial statements about 
a defendant’s innocence or guilt by prosecutors, 
defense attorneys, or police. The Philadelphia 
Bar Association on the following Dec. 29 adopted 
a “ statement of policy” that would restrict 
lawyers, prosecutors, judges and law enforce­ 
ment officers in disclosing information about 
criminal cases. 
The strict Philadelphia code has had little 
practical effect inasmuch as the attorneys 
had agreed not to implement it until a later 
date. Perrin C. Hamilton, chairman of a special 
committee of lawyers and representatives of 
news media to study and review the subject, 
told Editorial Research Reports on Sept. 30 
that a helpful joint statement “awaits the blessing 
of the Bar Association board of governors.” 
The board will take up the statement in October. 
Hamilton said he is “much encouraged,” and 
that news media could live with the new joint 
statement because they had a part in drawing 
it. At least one Philadelphia newspaper, how­ 
ever, has taken no part in the study. 
JUDGE J. SKELLY WRIGHT of the United 
States Court of Appeals for the District of 
Columbia Circuit urged in a recent American 
Bar Association Journal leading article that 
judges actually help news media representa­ 
tives to broaden the perspective of their cover­ 
age of criminal justice. Judge Wright would 
even allow the use of cameras — both still 
and television — in courts, stating flatly that 
“the privacy of participants must always yield 
to the people’s right to know.” 
Judge Wright takes a dim view of legislation 
in this area. Responsibility is difficult in any 
event to legislate, and the danger of rigid 
restraint is real.

The famous movie star who couldn’t bring 
her personal life under control spent decades 
in rest homes and sanitariums. 
♦Many of her contemporaries, who led a quieter 
and more sensible existence, are alive, happy 
and contented today. They have enjoyed this 
sense of personal well being throughout their 
lives. 
It is they who learned how to live. 
Miss Bow never did. 
That is the lesson that her unhappy and 
tragic life teaches. 
She lived too fast.

FLU SEASON AGAIN 
Flu shots — those stinging harbingers of cold 
weather — are again in seasonal vogue. In- 
noculation is no sure guarantee against the 


discomfort of influenza, but improved poly­ 
valent vaccines now help ward off several of 
the many flu virus types. The U. S. Public 
Health Service predicts heavier-than-normal 
flu outbreaks and recommends vaccination for 
the most susceptible persons — the aged and 
chronically ill. 
For most of the nation the last big outbreaks 
of Type A, or Asian, flu were in the winter 
of 1962-63. These areas missed the usual 
two-year cycle, for last winter’s influenza 
was relatively limited. So the chances of an 
outbreak on the three-year cycle are sub­ 
stantial. On the West Coast the last major 
outbreaks wrere in 1963-64, so this winter could 
see a rash of cases there on the two-year cycle. 
Flu vaccines eventually may be replaced by 
drugs which prevent the illness. A recent 
convention of the Michigan State Medical Society 
was told that two new influenza drugs have 
been developed which seem to prevent many 
types of flu. These oral drugs are not yet 
available to the public, and a disadvantage is 
that they must be taken daily or every other day. 
For those who do come down with the flu, 
sulfa drugs, penicillin and other antibiotics 
can help prevent serious secondary complica­ 
tions. Wonder drugs have reduced much of the 
terror once associated with this illness. Few 
recall the dread associated with the 1918-19 
flu pandemic which took 10 million to 20million 
lives and turned the world into a vast influenza 
clinic and morgue.

Colors flame on the heights and across the 
valley woodlands.

Colonel Hugh H, Waggoner, 
Superintendent of the Missouri 
Highway Patrol, today urged 
extra caution on the part of 
motorcyclists and automobile 
drivers.

“ Motorcycles are defined by 
traffic regulations as motor 
vehicles. They must be regis­ 
tered with the Department of 
Revenue and their drivers are 
subject to the same rules of 
the road as those who drive 
automobiles. 
Motorcyclists 
must observe the speed limits 
and stop signs. They should 
also refrain from darting in and 
out of traffic. 
“ Motorists must also do their 
part to prevent a collision with 
a cyclist. They must be extra 
alert 
for motorcycles

realize that these vehicles are 
sm all enough to maneuver into 
unexpected places. 
“ In the first six months of 
this year nearly 14,000 motor­ 
cycles were registered in Mis­ 
souri.

President 
Franklin D. 
Roosevelt 
was 
elected to his second term. 
The victory was overwhelm­ 
ing--he gained 60.8 per cent of 
the popular vote and carried 
46 of the 48 states. His party 
held massive m ajorities in both 
branches of Congress. It was 
widely 
believed that, under 
these conditions, the President 
could write his own ticket and 
that practically anything he pro­ 
posed would be enacted. 
It did not turn out that way. 
As the magazine News Front 
accurately states: “ Yet, within 
a year of the election, the P res­ 
ident's program lay in ruins, 
his party was split hopelessly 
asunder and the Congress was 
engaged in an active rebellion 
against his authority." 
Last November, 
President 
Lyndon Johnson was elected to 
his first term by an even larger 
popular majority--61 per cent. 
His party’s congressional ma­ 
jorities were not so great as 
those of 1936, but still were 
extremely large. And, again, it 
was widely said and accepted 
that the President would have 
virtually no difficulty in gain­ 
ing approval of his far-reaching 
and ambitious programs. 
But there were those, perhaps 
with longer memories, who dis­ 
agreed. They recalled that Con­ 
gress has always been jealous 
of its prerogatives and powers, 
most especially when 
con­ 
fronted with a strong and deter­ 
mined Executive. They pointed 
out that heavy party majorities 
in Congress have not always 
or even often provided smooth 
sailing for Administration pro- 
- posals. In fact, they can work 
just the other way--when ma- 
- jorities are big, members may 
feel justified in strolling off 
the reservation. When they are 
small, on the other hand, tight 
party 
control may be made 
easier by the exigencies of 


islatlve problems. This does not 
mean that they are comparable 
to Mr. Roosevelt's. Conditions, 
political and economic, national 
and international, 
are vastly 
different than they were in 1936. 
And it certainly is not likely 
that Mr. Johnson would pro­ 
pose anything so politically dis­ 
ruptive as the Supreme Court 
packing proposal, which was 
the root cause of Mr. Roose­ 
velt’s troubles. However, as 
U. S. News & World Report 
states in the lead article of its 
March 15 issue, “ After less 
than two months of his first 
full term in office, Lyndon John­ 
son is finding the Presidency 
a growing ordeal—a job where 
problems 
mount, few 
things 
seem to work out as expected, 
and political friendships are not 
always what they seem ." The 
magazine 
quotes the 
P resi­ 
dent himself as saying, “ Noth­ 
ing 
really seems to go right 
from early morning till late 
at night. . . . " 
The President, it seems, has 
encountered 
far more opposi­ 
tion than he anticipated in many 
fields. The changing, confused 
Viet Nam and Asian policy is 
one. So is foreign aid, with 
Senator Fulbright, head of the 
Foreign Relations Committee, 
refusing to go along with the 
presidential requests. Numbers 
of members of Congress, in 
eluding ranking Democrats, art 
concerned over the kind and ex­ 
tent of welfare and subsidy pro­ 
grams sent down from the Whiti 
House. Committees are mak­ 
ing fundamental revisions 
in 
some of them. 
So, how many of the elements 
making up what the President 
calls the Great Society will be 
approved remains very much of 
a question mark as of this time. 
Hot and dramatic controversies 
lie ahead.

Bike paths have been built 
recently in Chicago, 111.; Bos­ 
ton and Holyoke, Mass.; Austin, 
Tex.; Baltimore, Md., Miami, 
Fla.; Milwaukee, Wis., and are 
being planned for Dayton, O.; 
Denver, Colo.; for Los An­ 


geles and Marin Counties In 
Calif.; and in such national 
parks as the Cape Cod, Fire 
Island, Indiana Dunes; Sleeping 
Bear Dunes National Seashores 
and the Tock’s Island National 
Recreation Area. 
With such a prospect ahead, 
it should be comforting (if you 
haven't gone back to the bike 
yet) to know that if you ever 
rode once you haven’t forgotten 
how!

The line on the Vietnamese 
fever chart jogs up and down, 
but each spurt carries the gen­ 
eral trend steadily higher.

guerrillas and U. S. Marines 
and our announced plans to 
send more Marines into South 
Viet Nam and beef up the Viet­ 
namese army to a strength of 
over 700,000 men caused new 
ripples of alarm around the 
world. The Times of London 
gravely warned that the United 
States 
was on the verge of 
another Korean War. 
If by that it is meant that the 
scale 
of 
money, 
men 
and 
casualties may ultimately reach 
Korea - type proportions, the 
rapid escalation that is taking 
place in Viet Nam well justifies 
that fear. 
By most other measures, how­ 
ever, Viet Nam is not and will 
not become another Korea. In 
origins, in terrain, in style of 
fighting, in strategy, in almost 
every way, the war in Viet 
Nam is different. This is not 
necessarily cause for thanks. 
There were actually two wars 
in Korea. The first opened with 
the sudden invasion of the south 
by 
powerful 
North 
Korean 
arm ies, which came close to 
early victory. Then came the 
counterattack and counterinva­ 
sion of the north by the South 
Koreans and Americans, who in 
turn almost achieved victory in 
the name of the United Nations. 
The intrusion of the Chinese 
Communists initiated the sec­ 
ond Korean war. Then after the 
recovery from that shock began 
the far longer phase of seesaw 
fighting and attrition along a 
fairly 
stabilized 
front 
that 
roughly paralleled the political 
division of the country. 


The Vietnamese war had no 
such sudden beginnings. It has 
been, until recently, one slow 
escalation of guerrilla war­ 
fare; it has seen no mass move­ 
ments of troops from north to 
south and back again. The war is 
characterized 
by pockets of 
fighting that erupt and dissipate; 
there is no definite front along 
which dug-in arm ies battle. 
This is what makes that war so 
immensely difficult and frus­ 
trating. It is a frustration well 
known by the French, who for 
years yearned for one great 
“ set-piece" battle to be fought 
in the classic style that would 
settle the m atter once and for 
all between them and the forces 
of Ho Chi Minh. (They finally 
got that battle at Dien Bien Phu.) 
The Korean War escalated al­ 
most at once up to its full 
fury and then ground into a 
long stalemate. So far in Viet 
Nam, the end of escalation is 
not in sight. 


The possibility that history 
could repeat itself there, at 
least to the extent of another 
Korean stand-off, does not ap­ 
pear to be at this stage the worst 
thing that could happen.

However, a wit once_ 
defined an expert as a man who 
knows a great deal about very 
little. 
Extensive knowledge, 
essential as it is, does 
not 
guarantee sound judgment. 
When 
an 
American policy, 
claiming to be based on special 
information and expert advice, 
flies squarely in the face of 
common 
sense, 
ordinary 
Americans should not hesitate 
to ask why. 
In that case, the 
burden of proof and justification 
should be on the policy-makers. 
They should be called to give 
the public some of the facts 
they know, if such exist, which 
explain their stranger course of 
action.

WASHINGTON — It has be­ 
come 
an open scandal how 
House 
Agriculture Chairman 
Harold Cooley, D-N. C., the 
greatest sugar daddy of them 
all, 
let the sugar lobbyists 
virtually 
dictate how much 
sugar their foreign 
clients 
should be permitted to sell the 
United States. 
Since Uncle Sam pays triple 
the world market price, sev­ 
eral nations clamored to unload 
their sugar on the American 
taxpayers. 
Most 
applicants 
hired lobbyists to sweet-talk 
congressmen into upping the 
quotas. 
Cooley first tried to persuade 
the Agriculture Department to 
let him, rather than the sugar 
experts, decide how much the 
quotas should be. He phoned 
the 
department 
repeatedly, 
sometimes threatening, som e­ 
tim es cajoling, to urge it to 
give his favorite lobbyists what 
they wanted. 
When Agriculture officials re ­ 
sisted his pressure, he ignored 
their proposals and drafted a 
bill to suit the lobbyists. At 
the hearing he was cool to gov­ 
ernment 
witnesses, 
benign 
toward the lobbyists. 
He singled out Arthur Quinn, 
mouthpiece for sugar clients 
in Ecuador, Panama, British 
Honduras and the British West 
Indies, for special words of 
honey. 
At one point, Cooley actually 
admitted two lobbyists behind 
closed doors to help the com­ 
mittee draft the bill. The pub­ 
lic and press were barred from 
the room, but the sugar lobby­ 
ists were allowed inside. 
INSIDE OPERATORS 
Thus, Irving Hoff of the Cane 
Sugar Refiners and Phil Jones 
of the Beet Sugar Association 
were premitted to sit around the 
drafting table with the con­ 
gressm en, 
quietly suggesting 
what should go into the bill and 
what should be kept out. 
The committee benevolently 


included in the bill, for example, 
a 10,000-ton sugar quota for the 
Bahama 
Islands, 
which 
has 
never produced sugar in the 
past. Since there is already a 
sugar surplus in the world, the 
committee should have been 
encouraging less, not more, 
production. 
This 
column revealed 
last 
month 
that the 
mysterious 
Bahamas quota was really a 
windfall for the Owens-Illinois 
Company, 
which 
produces 
glass, plastics and paper but 
has never grown any sugar. 
Yet the entire quota, which 
would cost the taxpayers $1,- 
000,000 a year above the m ar­ 
ket price, would go to one com­ 
pany for growing sugar in the 
Bahamas. 
The column account stirred 
up opposition, which was led 
inside the committee by Rep. 
Joe 
Resnick, 
D-N. Y., 
a 
vigorous and courageous fresh­ 
man. 
Championing 
Owens- 
Illinois was Rep. E. C. Gath- 
ings, D-Ark., with Cooley nod­ 
ding his quiet assent. 
Not long afterward, whispers 
began circulating in the back 
room s that Resnick had a fi­ 
nancial 
stake 
in 
opposing 
Owens-Illinois. One who spread 
the rumor was Rep. William 
Poage, D-Tex. 
The source of the sm ear isn't 
known, but only Owens-Illinois 
is likely to have been aware of 
Resnick’s past connections with 
a small company in the plastics 
field. This company, Questron, 
paid license fees to Owens- 
Illinois for the patent rights to 
produce machinery for manu­ 
facturing plastic bottles. 
Not only is Questron an in­ 
significant company, in no way 
a competitor of Owens-Illinois, 
but Resnick has turned his in­ 
terest in the company over to 
his brother. 
CLOSED-DOOR DOINGS 
Meanwhile, Cooley went be­ 
hind closed doors of the House 
Rules Committee to seek a 


rule barring amendments on the 
House floor. This would force 
his opponents to accept all the 
giveaways in the sugar bill 
or to vote down the bill in 
its entirety, thus causing chaos 
in the sugar industry. 
Rep. Richard Bolling, D-Mo., 
asked Cooley why he had paid 
no attention to the recommenda­ 
tions of the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment. 
“ We didn’t write this bill for 
the Agriculture Department," 
snorted Cooley. 
When 
Bolling kept up the 
critical questioning, 
Cooley 
snapped again: “ We didn't write 
this bill for you." 
Rep. James Delaney, D-N. Y., 
and Claude Peppers, 
D-Fla., 
fought behind closed doors to 
perm it a separate vote on the 
Owens - Illinois quota. They 
were opposed by Rules Chair­ 
man Howard Smith, D-Va., who 
usually sticks with his fellow 
committee chairmen. 
The showdown vote ended in a 
six-to-six tie, which left the 
quota as part of the full bill 
and prevented the House from 
taking it up separately. Smith 
asked first for a voice vote, 
then a show of hands. 
Though the vote was taken in 
strict secrecy, this column can 
identify those who held up their 
hands for Owens-Illinois. Bol­ 
ling joined Smith in voting for 
the company and against the 
taxpayers. TTiey were supported 
by Congressmen O'Neill, D- 
M ass., Sisk, D-Calif., Martin, 
R-Neb., and Latta, R-Ohio. 
Those who voted against the 
mill ion-dollar 
bonanza 
for 
Owens - Illinois, besides De­ 
laney and Pepper, were Madden, 
D-Ind., 
Trimble, 
D - Ark., 
Smith, R-Calif., and Quillen, R- 
Tenn. 
Rep. Jol Young, D-Tex., who 
could have roken the tie, didn't 
vote at all. 
And that's 
hat sometimes 
happens to the taxpayers’ money 
In the back rooms of Congress.

new stadium. Two clubs have 
contacted him. 
“ We aren’t particular whether 
it’ s in the American League or 
the National League, we just 
want a team,” he said. “ The 
American League has been good 
to us and I’ m sure it will hold 
Finley to his four-year lease 
which ends after the 1967 sea­ 
son. 
“ The people in Oakland are 
confident the A*s will be playing 
in their new stadium in 1968, 
Finley hasn't shown much inter­ 
est m our stadium project, al­ 
though we’ ve kept him fully in­ 
formed.” 
Judge Dubiner said Lam ar 
Hunt, owner of the Kansas City 
Chiefs of the American Football 
League, is highly interested in 
becoming the lessee for the new 
stadium. He added: 
“ Without a new stadium, we 
would be without l>oth our our 
major league franchises in a 
few years.

“ If Houston can do it, we can 
do it,” the Judge said.

John Bowie, a farmer of the 
Dudley area, Kenneth Minton, 
Harry Campbell and Brad Jolly, 
were to appear before the com­ 
mission to discuss the problem. 
Bowie reported that there was 
considerable support for the 
filing of an injunction suit against 
the Corps of Engineers among 
those 
who 
attended 
the 
organizational meeting. 
The suit, he explained, would 
seek the stoppage of the dam 
operation until a solution to the 
water 
problem 
could 
be 
reached. 


However, the farmers decided 
instead to attempt to negotiate 
a solution 
with the govern­ 
mental authority involved as a 
first step.

lishing unpleasant news from 
Viet Nam and other trouble 
spots. 
In an address to the Associat­ 
ed Press Managing Editors an­ 
nual meeting, Gallagher said 
government officials 
invoked 
the “ national interest** phrase 
in an attempt to discourage 
such news stories. 
He declared: 
“ We are not a vehicle to serve 
the ’national interest* as de­ 
fined by politicians, but to pub­ 
lish the truth as we see it. Hiis 
is our birthright and our basic 
role in serving the public.** 
Gallagher’s report opened a 
full day of activity at the gath­ 
ering of AP-member editors 
from across the nation. The 
five-day convention runs to noon 
Saturday. 
Today’s program included a 
luncheon speech by Mrs. Lyn­ 
don B. Johnson on her favorite 
theme — beautifying America. 
In her prepared speech, Mrs. 
Johnson challenged newspaper 
editors to cover what she called 
the biggest story in their home­ 
towns, beauty, and said: 
“If our metropolitan newspa­ 
pers do not care enough to fight 
for the very life of our great 
cities, who will?** 
Other speakers included R. 
Sargent Shriver, director of the 
Peace Corps and of the federal 
antipoverty program, 
and 
Mrs. Evelyn Lincoln who was 
secretary to the late President 
John F. Kennedy. 
Friday's program also fea­ 
tured a documentary film on 
Viet Nam, made from APnews- 
photos, followed by talks by AP 
photographer Horst Faas and 
Charles Lynch, chief of news 
services for the Southam News­ 
papers of Canada. 
Faas won a Pulitzer Prize 
for his Viet Nam coverage. 
Lynch’s topic was news cov­ 
erage of Red China.

Commerce and Industrial P e- 
velopment and the Highway De­ 
partment all have their own 
planes. 
Other 
governmental 
agencies have planes available, 
not to mention the fleet operated 
by the University. 
Probably the most diversified 
“ stable” 
of planes 
Is that 
operated by Col. Hugh 
Wag­ 
goner’s Highway Patrol. Since 
the first Patrol acquisition of 
aircraft, a pair of Stinson 1-5’s 
in 1946, planes have played “ an 
increasingly important role In 
traffic control,” Col. Waggoner 
said. The Patrols’ 1965 stable 
Includes two 4-seat Cessnas, a 
Bell helicopter and the Gov­ 
ernor’s recently acquired 
7- 
seat Aero Gran Commander. 
The Governor’s plane Is used 
mainly for transportation of 
him self and his staff. It has 
a complete radio and instru­ 
ment set-up which allows flying 
by instrument In bad weather. 
In addition, it has a patrol radio 
outfit which keeps the plane in 
constant 
touch 
with 
head­ 
quarters. 
The two-way radio system Is 
~the piece of equipment which 
ties all of the Patrol’s efforts 
together. For example, radio 
contact between the helicopter 
crew and patrolmen on 
the 
ground saves motorists head­ 
aches by keeping alert for park­ 
ing and traffic problems before 
•and after football games. 
The helicopter is one of the 
most versatile of aircraft be­ 
cause “ it can hover at 15 feet 
off the ground, land without a 
landing strip and reach places 
that neither a car or a fixed- 
wing plane could,” according to 
Maj. Kenny Johnson, who keeps 
track of the Patrol’s planes. 
Helicopters are used not only 
for crowd and parking situa­ 
tions, but also for observing 
floods, searching for missing 
people, etc. 
Nevertheless, the helicopter is 
not transportation; the 4-seat- 
ers 
are.

as 
versatile in some uses, these 
fixed-wing planes can fly faster 
and are valuable in traffic con­

Keeping traffic well-behaved 
is easier with the helpof planes 
and radar-equipped squad cars 
on the highways, but “ it’s quite 
a job and we have to keep work­ 
ing harder at it.” Col. Wag­ 
goner pointed out “ It seem s 
that the better the road we have, 
the bigger the temptation to 
speed is.”

housing 
law, 
Charles 
M. 
Mitchell, president of the Sikes­ 
ton board of realtors, says. 
Few people are aware of the 
new benefits for which they were 
eligible under the law, Mitchell 
said. 
Of 
interest 
to the general 
public is the law’s reduction of 
the minimum down payment re­ 
quired for Federal Housing Ad­ 
ministration-Insured financing 
of homes appraised in excess of 
$20,000, said Mitchell, on the 
basis of information received 
from the National Association 
of Real Estate Boards of which 
the Sikeston board is a member.

“ I declare to the people of 
Cuba that those who seek refuge 
here in America will fi/id it,” 
Johnson said Sunday in ^ wind­ 
swept bill-signing ceremony at 
the Statue of L iberty. 
“ The dedication of America to 
our traditions as an asylum for 
the oppressed is going to be 
upheld.” 
Johnson thus took up the chal­ 
lenge posed by C astro 's offer to 
let those of his people who wish 
leave their homeland and go to 
A m erica. 
But just hours after Johnson 
spoke, Castro laid down a new 
challenge in a Havana speech, 
telling the U JS.Presidenttoalso 
open the doors to perm it A m eri­ 
cans to travel to Cuba if they 
wish. 
“ Let the United States perrfiit 
any citizen to come freely 'to 
Cuba,” C astro shouted to la 
cheering audience. “ L et them 
perm it any citizen to come free­ 
ly to Cuba. . ." 
Travel of A m ericans to Cuba 
and other Communist countries 
now is restricted by the State 
Department. 


Of Johnson's proposal to per­ 
mit Cubans tocom e to A m erica, 
U-S. government sources be­ 
lieve 50,000 to 75,000 Cubans 
might seize the opportunity to 
leave their homeland and take 
up refuge in the United States. 
Johnson stood at one historic 
port of entry — choppy, white- 
capped New York harbor — to 
open the gates of another, Mi­ 
am i. He said the Florida city 
will be “ a tem porary stopping 
place for refugees as they reset­ 
tle in other parts of this coun­ 
try ." 


Johnson's drarnatic announce­ 
ment overshadowed his major 
m ission on Liberty Island, the 
cerem ony in which he signed a 
new immigration bill into law. 
It will erase the system of im­ 
migration quotas based on na­ 
tional origin. Johnson called the 
old system un-American. 
Scores of government officials 
and hundreds of sight-seeing 
tourists thronged L iberty Island 
as Jonnson signed the m easure 
and passed out souvenir pens. 
Before the crush of pen-seekers 
was over, he passed out three 
cartons full, perhaps 300 pens.
